President Obama, treading careful- 
ly on the explosive issue of abor- 
tion and the Supreme Court, said 
Wednesday he will choose a nom- 
inee who pays heed to women’s 
rights and pri- 
vacy when inter- 
preting the Con- 
stitution. 

“That’s very 
important to me,” 
Obama said. Yet 
he insisted he 

will not make any 

potential nominee pass a “litmus 
test” on abortion rights. 

Obama consulted Senate lead- 
ers from both parties at the White 
House as he moved toward choos- 
ing a replacement for Justice John 
Paul Stevens, who is retiring. 

Noting that the abortion debate 
has long divided the country, 
Obama underscored his belief in 
a right to privacy while attempt- 
ing not to box himself in. 

“I will say that I want some- 
body who is going to be interpret- 
ing our Constitution in a way that 
takes into account individual rights, 
and that includes women’s rights,” 
Obama said, ben feller (ap) 


High-Tech Face-Lift for $100 Note 



Government hopes 
changes to bill will 
thwart counterfeiters 

Washington 

The folks who print America’s 
money have designed a high-tech 
makeover of the $100 bill. It’s part 
of an effort to stay ahead of coun- 
terfeiters as technology becomes 
more sophisticated and more dol- 
lars flow overseas, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke says. 

The makeover, unveiled 
Wednesday by Bernanke and Trea- 
sury Secretary Timothy Geithner, 
may leave people wondering wheth- 
er there’s magic involved. 

Benjamin Franklin is still on the 
C-note. But he has been joined by 
a disappearing Liberty Bell in an 
inkwell and a bright blue securi- 
ty ribbon composed of thousands 
of tiny lenses that magnify objects 
in mysterious ways. Move the bill, 
and the objects move in a differ- 
ent direction. 

The new currency will not go 
into circulation until Feb. 10 of 
next year. That will give the gov- 


ernment time to educate the pub- 
lic about the changes. 

“We estimate that as many as 
two-thirds of all $100 notes circu- 
late outside the United States,” said 
Bernanke, who stressed that the 
6.5 billion $100 bills now in circu- 
lation will remain legal tender. 

The $100 bill, the highest value 


denomination in general circula- 
tion, is the last bill to undergo an 
extensive redesign. The Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing began the 
process in 2003, adding splash- 
es of color to spruce up first the 
$20 and then the $50, $10 and 
$5 bills. The $1 bill isn’t getting 
a makeover. 


About the Benjamin 

m The new blue security ribbon on 
the redesigned $100 bill will give a 
3-D effect to the micro-images that 
the thousands of lenses will be 
magnifying. 

» Moving around the new $100 bill 
will produce a multitude of effects. 
Tilt the note back and forth, and the 
images will move side to side. Tilt 
the note side to side, and the images 
will move up and down. 

» To the right of Franklin’s portrait 
will bean inkwell that will change 
color from copper to green when the 
note is tilted. The movement will 
also make a Liberty Bellappear and 
disappear inside the inkwell, (ap) 


The changes are aimed at 
thwarting counterfeiters who are 
armed with ever-more sophisti- 
cated computers, scanners and 
color copiers. 

“We wanted the changes to be 
very obvious, visible and easy to 
see,” Larry Felix, director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, said in an interview with The 
Associated Press, (ap)

Washington 

Federal authorities have launched 
a public corruption investigation 
into events surrounding former 
representative Eric Massa, D-N.Y., 
according to documents obtained 
by The Washington Post. 

The FBI and Justice Department 
prosecutors appear to be focusing 
their preliminary inquiry on large 
payments Massa’s campaign made 
last month to his top aide and to 
renew the lease for the congress- 
man’s personal car — within days 
of his announcement he would not 
seek re-election. 

Federal prosecutors served 
a former Massa staffer with a 
Justice Department request to 
preserve all his phone records, 
e-mail and BlackBerry accounts 
and other documents relating to 
Massa’s campaign and congres- 
sional office. 

On March 3, Massa announced

that he was retiring amid reports 
that the House ethics committee 
was investigating allegations he 
sexually harassed and groped his 
young male staffers. 

The next day, Massa’s campaign 
paid $40,000 to his chief of staff, 
Joe Racalto, a critical witness in 
the ethics probe, The Post reported 


Meanwhile ••• 

The House ethics committee 
on Wednesday opened what it 
said will be “a full and complete in- 
vestigation" into whether anyone 
covered up information that former 
representative Eric Massa sexually 
harassed male staff members. Mas- 
sa, 50, resigned from the House last 
month after the sexual harassment 
allegations surfaced.

Coast Guard looks 
for survivors after 
blast at La. platform 

New Orleans 

An explosion rocked an offshore oil 
drilling platform, sending a column 
of fire into the sky and touching off 
a frantic search at sea Wednesday 
for 11 missing workers. 

Most of the 126 workers on the 
rig Deepwater Horizon escaped 
safely after the explosion about 
10 p.m. Tuesday, the Coast Guard 
said. Three were critically injured. 

The rig, more than 50 miles 
southeast of Venice on Louisiana’s 
tip, was still burning Wednesday 


afternoon. It was tilting about 
10 degrees. There was no estimate 
of when the flames might be out. 

Helicopters and boats searched 
the Gulf of Mexico for any sign 


of the workers who had not been 
accounted for. 

“We’re hoping everyone’s in a 
life raft,” Coast Guard Senior Chief 
Petty Officer Mike O’Berry said.

The numberof workers who have 
been killed on offshore drilling plat- 
forms since 2001, according to the 
Minerals ManagementService. 


The Coast Guard said there were 
17 workers evacuated by air and 
sea Wednesday morning but not 
all required hospital stays. Three 
were in critical condition, Rear 
Admiral Mary Landry said. 

When the explosion happened, 
the rig was drilling but was not 
in production, according to Greg 
Panagos, spokesman for the plat- 
form’s owner, Transocean Ltd.

69 Injured After Clashes 
At War Veterans Protest 

War veterans protesting proposed cuts 
in state benefits set fire to a regional gov- 
ernment building in Bosnia on Wednes- 
day and drove back riot police who tried 
to disperse them. The police used tear 
gas against the more-than 5,000 pro- 
testers and then withdrew, Leading the 
protesters to storm the building and set 
the ground floor on fire. Police said 69 
people were injured — 32 of them police- 
men and 37 demonstrators, (ap) 


Leaders defend bill, 
saying Islamic burqa

French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
on Wednesday ordered legislation 
that would ban women from wear- 
ing Islamic veils such as the burqa 
that hide the face in public. 

In seeking to forbid the garment 
from public view, Sarkozy defied 
the advice of experts sought by the 
government who warned that such 
a broad ban risked contravening 
France’s constitution. 

Such a measure would put 
France on the same track as Bel- 
gium, which is also moving toward 
a complete ban in a similar reac- 
tion as Islamic culture has come 
in conflict with native Europe- 
an values. Sarkozy has repeated-

Train Crash Kills Two 

A luxury train filled with foreign tourists, 
many of them Americans, sped downhill 
out of control before derailing in South Af- 
rica Wednesday, killing a pregnant woman 
and a crew member, and trapping passen- 
gers in the mangled coaches. Rail officials 
advised passengers to jump from the train 
as it sped into Pretoria after their attempts 
to use brakes did not work, (ap) 


Amsterdam 

Airlines toted up losses topping 
$2 billion and struggled to get 
hundreds of thousands of travel- 
ers back home Wednesday after a 
week of crippled air travel, as ques- 
tions and recriminations erupted 


over Europe’s chaotic response to 
the volcanic ash cloud sparked by 
an eruption in Iceland. 

Civil aviation authorities defend- 
ed their decisions to ground fleets 
and close the skies — and later to 
reopen them — against heated 
charges by airline chiefs that the 


decisions were based on flawed 
data or unsubstantiated fears. 

The airspace over most of Europe 
opened Wednesday after the ash- 
laden cloud dispersed to levels 
deemed safe. Restrictions remained 
over parts of Britain, Ireland, France 
and Scandinavia. 


Narrow Focus 

France banned Muslim head- 
scarves and other “ostentatious" 
religious symbols from classrooms 
in2004,butthe law did not legally 
single out Muslims, as the ban ordered 
on Wednesday would. Less than 2,000 
women in France wear the all-cover- 
ing burqa or niqab veils, the New York 
Times reported, (express/ap) 


Electronic boards in Europe’s 
biggest hubs — London’s Heath- 
row, Paris’ Charles de Gaulle and 
Germany’s airport at Frankfurt — 
showed about 80 percent of flights 
on schedule as airlines began filling 
vacant seats with those who had 
been stranded for days, (ap) 




“The ban on veils covering the 
whole face should be general ... 
because the dignity of women can- 
not be put in doubt,” Chatel said. 

France is a firmly secular coun- 
try but has Western Europe’s larg- 
est Muslim population, estimated 
at 5 million. France worries about 
clashes in values as well as about 
a spread of radical Islam. Author- 
ities widely see the veil in light of 
gender equality and security issues.

Pope Pledges ‘Action’ 


Vatican City 



Pope Benedict XVI pledged 
Wednesday that the Catholic 
Church would take action to con- 
front the clerical sex abuse scandal, 
his first public remarks calling for 
change since the crisis erupted. 

It remains to be seen what 
exactly is in store. Already, the Vati- 
can has told bishops that they must 
report abusive priests to police if 
civil laws where they live require 
it. It has promised “effective mea- 
sures” to protect children. And 
Benedict himself has wept along- 
side abuse victims in Malta. 

Advocates for victims are skep- 
tical that real change is afoot and 
say that promises have been made

before. But others argue it would be 
wrong to underestimate the impact 
of the pontiffs personal involve- 
ment in generating reform. 

“Pope Benedict is obviously 
anguished by sexual abuse in the

During his public audience 
Wednesday in St. Peter’s Square, 
Benedict recounted his tearful talks 
in Malta with eight men who say they 
were abused as children by priests 
in a church-run orphanage. 

“I shared with them their suf- 
fering and emotionally prayed with 
them, assuring them of church 
action,” Benedict said. 

At the time of the private meet- 
ing Sunday, the Vatican issued a 
statement saying Benedict had 
told the men that the church would 
bring justice to abusive priests and 
would implement “effective mea- 
sures” to protect children. 

On Wednesday, the public heard

On the Run, Pakistani 
Militants Relocate Base 


Islamabad 

They were never routed, no mat- 
ter what Pakistan claimed. Instead, 
the Taliban and al-Qaeda fighters 
have merely relocated. They’re still 
near the Afghan border. 

Months after Pakistani troops 
chased them from South Waziristan, 
these militants have established a 
new base farther north under the 
protection of an insurgent leader 
who has cut past deals with the Pak- 
istani army, according to residents, 
militants and reports from Associ- 
ated Press correspondents. 

The fighters — including Arabs, 
Chechens and Uzbeks — roam 
through markets and surf the Web 
at Internet cafes. Pakistani troops 
wave them through checkpoints even 
though they’re armed with assault 
rifles and rocket launchers. 

These are the new VIPs in Pak-

istan’s most dangerous region, 
North Waziristan. The influx of 
these militants in North Waziristan 
adds to pressure on the army to 
launch an offensive there. 

The military says it is not mov- 
ing into North Waziristan because 
it does not have enough troops to do 
so effectively.

The Good Old Earth Days 


Activists say it’s 
harder than ever 
to spur action on 
the environment 

Washington 

Pollution before the first Earth Day 
was not only visible; it was in your 
face: Cleveland’s Cuyahoga River 
caught fire. An oil spill fouled 30 
miles of Southern California beach- 
es. And thick smog choked many 
cities’ skies. 

Not anymore. 

On Thursday, 40 years after 
that first Earth Day, in 1970, smog 
levels nationwide have dropped 
by about a quarter, and lead lev- 
els in the air are down more than 
90 percent. Formerly fetid lakes 
and burning rivers are now open 
to swimmers. 

The challenges to the planet 
today are largely invisible — and 
therefore tougher to tackle. 

“To suggest that we’ve made 
progress is not to say the prob- 
lem is over,” said William Ruck- 
elshaus, who in 1970 became the 
first head of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. “What we’ve 
done is shift from the very visible 
kinds of issues to those that are a 
lot more subtle today.” 

Issues such as climate change 
are less obvious to the naked eye. 
Since the first Earth Day, car- 
bon dioxide levels in the air have 
increased by 19 percent, pushing 
the average annual world tem- 
perature up about 1 degree Fahr- 
enheit, according to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration. 

“We’ve cleaned up what you 
can see and left everything else in 
limbo,” said Kathleen Rogers, pres- 
ident of the Earth Day Network. 

Improvements took shape in 
the form of the Clean Air Act, the 
Clean Water Act and changes in 


Five Earth Day Success Stories 



1 Perhaps no place 

in the United States 
better illustrates the 
progress of the environ- 
mental movement more 
than the Cuyahoga River, 
seen at left in 1952. 

On June 22, 1969, a 
trash and oil slick in the 
waterway ignited and 
burned for half an hour, 
drawing national atten- 
tion to the problem of 
water pollution. Today, 
the river contains more 
than 60 species offish 
and has become one of 
Cleveland’s top enter- 
tainment destinations. 



2 D.C.’s own Potomac River also 
used to be considered something 
of an environmental hazard. By the late 
1950s, the river was filled to the brim with 
algae, leading the Public Health Service to 
declare it unsafe for swimming. Today, the 
Potomac is once again used for swimming 
by many, though safety questions remain. 



3 The first Earth Day left a robust and 
lasting legacy in Washington, thanks to 
a series of landmark laws that were passed 
in quick succession by Congress. The Clean 
Air Act Amendments of 1970 set new limits 
on smog-forming pollutants. The Endan- 
gered Species Act of 1973 provided new 
protections for beleaguered animals. And 
the Safe Drinking Water Act of 1974 set new 
restrictions on what could come out of taps. 



4 The country has also made 
significant progress in the fight 
to reduce smog, which used to be a 
serious health menace. In 1966, the 
smog that covered New York City 
was so bad that it killed 168 people. 
Now peak smog levels are only one- 
third as high as they were 40 years 
ago, though activists say there is 
more work to be done to improve 
air quality. 


5 At the time of the first Earth Day, in 1970, the population of the bald eagle in 
the U.S. had fallen below 1,000 nesting pairs due to the harmful effects of the pes- 
ticide DDT. Today, with DDT long since banned, there are more than 9,700 nesting pairs 
of bald eagles in the lower 48 states, and in 2007 the iconic bird of prey was removed 
from the endangered species list, (twp/ap/express) 



the way businesses treat the envi- 
ronment, said Denis Hayes. Those 
reforms, he added, grew out of the 
first Earth Day, an event Hayes 
helped coordinate. 

“It is the most powerful, sweep- 
ing, society-wide change Ameri- 
ca has had since the New Deal,” 
Hayes said. “The air is cleaner

despite the fact that we have twice 
as many vehicles traveling twice as 
many miles.” 

Nancy Sutley, head of the White 
House Council on Environmental 
Quality, said progress in the past 
40 years is about more than just 
laws. It’s also about innovation 
that made cleaner cars. And that 
innovation, Sutley said, “is going 
to be the answer for tackling cli- 
mate change.” 

In 1970, Ruckelshaus said, about 
85 percent of pollution was from 
places such as factories or power 
plants. Now such sites account for 
only 15 percent, with most pollution 
coming from sources such as farms 
that are harder to control. 

That makes fixing the remain- 
ing problems politically difficult, 
said Russell Train, who was the 
chief environmental adviser in 1970 
to President Richard Nixon. 

“Back in the ’70s, people felt 
the threat of environmental mis- 
takes and misbehavior,” Train 
said. “There was a real threat to 
your health, and people knew that. 
Today, people will accept that as a 
general principal but don’t feel any 
immediate threat from climate

New equipment costs

Officials building a subway line

Unless Metro agrees to elimi- 
nate a $75 million markup on 64 
rail cars it is preparing to buy for 
the new Silver Line, the regional 
airports authority won’t agree to 
the deal, officials said.

Metro, meanwhile, will pay sig- 
nificantly less, $2.5 million each, 
for cars it will use elsewhere in the 
system, according to a financing 
plan presented last month to its 
board of directors. That plan would 
include a base contract for the 64 
cars for the Silver Line and options 
to purchase additional numbers of 
cars in phases. The Dulles rail proj- 
ect would pay engineering, design 
and development costs for all of 
the rail cars. 

Metro spokeswoman Lisa 
Farbstein said the practice is not 
unusual. 

Bennett, however, is lobbying 
Metro to spread the design and 
engineering costs evenly across 
the first 428 cars in the purchase 
plan, bringing the price for each 
to $2.7 million.

Cardinal Replaced 
For Special Mass 


Abuse victim support 
group lobbied against 
controversial priest 

Washington 

A controversial cardinal, who was 
supposed to celebrate an elaborate 
Latin Mass this weekend at one 
of the most prominent Catholic 
churches in Washington and the 
country, is being replaced after out- 
raged victims and activists against 
clergy sex abuse expressed outrage 
over his role this week. 

In a statement posted on a Web 
site for the event, organizers said 
they and Cardinal Dario Castril- 
lon Hoyos have agreed that anoth- 
er official should lead the the Mass 
because of recent reports that 
Castrillon Hoyos of Colombia once 
praised a French bishop for not tell- 


ing police about a priest who had 
sexually assaulted children. 

A group supporting victims 
of abuse who had lobbied against 
Castrillon Hoyos’ leading the Mass 
— still scheduled for this Satur- 
day at the Basilica of the Nation- 
al Shrine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception — praised the move. The 
group, Survivors Network of Those 
Abused by Priests, had sent letters 
Tuesday to Pope Benedict XVI and 
Washington Archbishop Donald 
W. Wuerl, calling on them to con- 
demn Castrillon Hoyos’ remarks 
and replace him in the Mass. 

The Paulus Institute agreed 
Wednesday to find a replacement 
after the victims group objected 
to Castrillon Hoyos. The Paulus 
Institute says it stands with sexu- 
al abuse victims but has no infor- 
mation concerning the cardinal.

Pittsburgh Steelers quarterback 
Ben Roethlisberger was suspended 
for six games without pay Wednes- 
day for violating the NFL’s person- 
al conduct policy and ordered to 
undergo behavioral evaluation. 

Commissioner Roger Good- 
ell handed down the punishment 
a week after prosecutors decided 
not to charge Roethlisberger in a 
case involving a 20 -year- old col- 
lege student who accused him of 
sexually assaulting her in a Geor- 
gia nightclub in March. 

Goodell said the league’s con- 
duct policy gave him the right to 
impose discipline regardless of 
whether he broke the law. 

Roethlisberger must undergo 
a “comprehensive behavioral eval- 
uation by medical professionals” 
and may not attend any team off- 
season activities until that evalu- 
ation is completed. 

The suspension could be 
reduced to four games for good 
behavior. Sitting out all six games 
would cost him an estimated 
$2.8 million, (ap) 


When a team has only four picks in 
the draft — the fewest of any NFL 
team — it has to come up with cre- 
ative ways to celebrate the endless 
hours of downtime. 

Take the Washington Redskins. 
Barring a trade, they’ll have the 
No. 4 overall pick in Thursday’s 
first round and won’t select again 
until the fourth round Saturday.

Hoyas Men’s Hoops 

Calling his time on the Hilltop “the 
best two years of my life,” George- 
town’s Greg Monroe bid a tearful 
goodbye to his teammates and 
coaches at the basketball team’s 
annual banquet Tuesday night.

“It has been the best two years of 
my life.” 

Above all, Monroe said, he 
wanted to thank his teammates 
— every one of whom he regard- 
ed as a brother. 

“The things we’ve been 


through, I wouldn’t have wanted 
to go through with anyone else but 
these guys,” Monroe said, pausing 
to wipe away a tear. “I love all of 
y’all. Thank you for making my 
experience as fun as it could be.” 

Thompson took over from 
there. “We are Georgetown,” the 
coach said as Monroe stepped from 
the dais to his second standing ova- 
tion of the evening. 

“He’s not leaving,” Thompson 
said of Monroe. “He’s a part of who 
we are, and he’ll always be a part 
of who we are.” 

Thompson added that he 
fully expected to see Monroe at 
McDonough Arena this summer 
and for many summers to come 
working out with younger Hoyas, 
much like Roy Hibbert did ear- 
lier this week with rising senior 
Julian Vaughn, who is among those 
expected to shoulder the front-court 
load in Monroe’s absence. 

“Next year the big fella is leav- 
ing, but we’re going to be OK,” 
Thompson said. “The discussion 
this summer is going to be: How 
are we going to replace Monroe. 
We aren’t. We don’t want to. It’s 
going to be a different group.”

Juan Antonio Samaranch, a 
reserved but shrewd deal-mak- 
er whose 21-year term as presi- 
dent of the International Olympic 
Committee was marked by both 
the unprecedented growth of the 
Olympics and its biggest ethics 
scandal, died Wednesday at a hos- 
pital. He was 89.

The Meta Journey of a Musical 


Backstage antics 
star in Signature’s 
zippy ‘[title of show]’ 

Stage 

The unconventional premise of 
“[title of show]” could qualify the 
perky musical comedy as the first- 
ever reality theater production. In 
it, writer Hunter Bell and compos- 
er Jeff Bowen (James Gardiner and 
Sam Ludwig, respectively) insert 
themselves into their play and 
recount the events of its own cre- 
ation — even when it isn’t pretty. 

The play begins with its cre- 
ators’ decision to jerk themselves 


out of their rut of looking up Inter- 
net smut and rewatching Michael J. 
Fox’s “Doc Hollywood,” and submit 
a piece to a New York City theater 
festival. After recruiting friends 
Heidi (Erin Driscoll) and Susan 
(Jenna Sokolowski) to appear as 
themselves, the duo document the 
agonies of the creative process as 
well as the excitement that comes 
with success. 

Accompanied by an onstage 
keyboard player, the cast performs 
smartly comedic song-and-dance 
routines that are steeped in self- 
awareness and meta-jokes. In “An 
Original Play,” Jeff sings a duet 
with his own script (a sandwich 
board-wearing Hunter) about writ-

er’s block. “Die Vampire Die” fea- 
tures the entire cast singing about 
the buzzkills (critical peers, self- 
doubt) that can suck the life out 
of any creative endeavor. 

While “[title of show]” strad- 
dles the tricky divide between pre- 
cious and clever, the play’s snarky 
wit and the cast’s enthusiasm pre- 
vent the production from dipping 
into self-indulgence. And though 
the show is peppered with obscure 
Broadway references, non-theater 
geeks won’t miss out by not catch- 
ing every inside joke, dan miller

Crossover superstar 
the Miz exposes 
what’s real about 
‘fake’ pro wrestling 

Out & About 

The best professional wrestling 
matches are the result of amaz- 
ing athletics, but a bout’s dramat- 
ic framing is built on the mic, not 
in the ring. 

Superstars such as the Rock, 
Hulk Hogan and Ric Flair could get 
an audience hot for a match simply 
by hurling insults and challenges 
at their competitors. This is why 
they’re called “promos” in wres- 
tling parlance: Great mic skills 
equal ticket sales. 

In today’s WWE, the greatest 
talkers are CM Punk, Chris Jer- 
icho and the Miz, and all three will 
likely be in Baltimore on Sunday 
for the “Extreme Rules” pay-per- 
view event. (At press time, the Miz 
and other stars on WWE’s “Raw” 
show were just leaving the U.K. 
after being stranded there due to 
volcanic ash. Punk and Jericho 
made it back to the U.S. and are 
confirmed for “Extreme Rules” 
matches.) 

Jericho plays an erudite heel 
who belittles the crowd and oppo- 
nents with withering wit; Punk 
plays a mad-messiah type who 
delivers edgy sermons praising 
the straight-edge lifestyle; and the 
Miz plays a smart-aleck narcissist 
with copious comedic one-liners — 
which, the man born Mike Miza- 
nin said, he usually spouts “off the 
top of my head.” 

“If you believe it, everyone else 
will believe it,” he said over a Lon- 
don phone. “If you don’t believe, or 
if you’re trying to think of some- 
thing to say ... you’re not going to 
come off that great. Sometimes I’ll 
cut a promo and have no idea what 
I just said.” 

But for all his natural skill, 
Mizanin works hard, too, which is 
why he’s been rewarded with three 


title belts: He’s the WWE United 
States champion and the Unified 
WWE Tag Team champion with 
the Big Show. 

“I go to improv classes; I have 
an acting coach,” Mizanin said. “I 
do a lot of things to prepare because 
we’re in front of a live audience. ... 
Anything can happen, and it does 
happen. I think me overtraining, if 
you will, has led to me doing great 


things in the ring with the mic 
because I am prepared and I know 
exactly what I have to do. I can eat 
anyone up anytime I want.” 

The Miz’s in-ring presentation 
has also improved by leaps and 
moonsaults over the past year, from 
simple things such as changing his 
capris and fedora for traditional 
wrestler tights, to having better tim- 
ing in his brawl-heavy matches. 


“When I’m not doing improv or 
acting classes, I am on the road Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday doing live 
events,” Mizanin said. “Every time 
I’m in that ring, I’m improving, I’m 
working on it — I’m working to be 
the best there possibly is. ... I think 
I’ve improved 100 percent, but if 
you think I’m stopping, there’s no 
chance of it. I will keep on improv- 
ing and keep on improving until I’m 


No. 1. And then when I am No. 1, 
I’ll still keep improving so nobody 
even takes my spot.” 

Miz first came into the pub- 
lic eye not in the squared circle 
but on 2001’s “The Real World: 
Back to New York,” and in 2004 
he was a finalist on the fourth sea- 
son of “Tough Enough,” a compe- 
tition-based reality show to find 
new WWE talent. But his reali- 
ty-world background caused Miz 
some locker-room problems in his 
early WWE days. 

“I was not allowed in there [for 
six months] because I ate a piece 
of chicken and a little, tiny speck 
of a piece fell on someone’s bag,” 
Mizanin said. “I had to eat, change, 
shower, use the restroom outside 
and in the corridors and stuff like 
that. It was kind of embarrassing 
and very demeaning, but I knew 
exactly what they were trying to 
do: They were trying to get me to 
quit since I was an outsider. But 
I’m not a person who quits.” 

On the Jan. 11 “Raw,” Miz 
addressed the locker-room haz- 
ing with real intensity in a wide- 
ly praised promo. It helped give 
his character the sort of gravitas 
that’s needed to be a believable and 
respected champion. 

“I think Miz is rocketing to the 
top,” said Wade Keller of PWTorch. 
com. “He’s quick-witted. ... I think 
he’s growing into one of the top 
promo guys in the industry, and 
I think that he is opening some 
eyes.” 

“He is a throwback to the old 
days where he talks and you want 
to see someone come out and shut 
him up,” said Bryan Alvarez of 
Wrestlingobserver.com. But it’s 
not just the editors of leading wres- 
tling publications who are high on 
the Miz — so is the Miz: “I am an 
irreplaceable talent in the WWE.”

Standing Tallest 


The Tallest Man 
on Earth is really 
Swedish musician 
Kristian Matsson 

Music 

Kristian Matsson spent most of 
his childhood outdoors. He grew 
up among the placid lakes, dense 
woods and rolling hills of the Dalar- 
na region of Sweden, northwest of 
Stockholm. 

“Nature’s always been around 
me, and the area where I’m from 
is beautiful,” he says, adding that 
his surroundings had a profound 
effect on him: “If you’re a kid rid- 
ing your bike through these woods, 
it becomes a big part of who you 
are.” 

Years later, Dalarna informs the 
music Matsson makes as the Tall- 
est Man on Earth, which evokes the 
natural world in specific detail and 
rustic aesthetic. His voice possesses 


an earthy, roughly textured croak, 
and his guitar playing — a personal 
blend of emphatic strumming and 
eloquent finger picking — sounds 
heraldic, as if he might be playing 
on a hilltop to throngs below. 


While his music is heavily root- 
ed in Sweden, Matsson’s influenc- 
es are thoroughly American: His 
latest album, “The Wild Hunt,” 
evokes Appalachian folk and South- 
ern blues, while closer “Kids on the 
Run” was his attempt to write a 
power ballad. 

“The inspiration,” he explains, 
“came from going to high school 
dances and hearing ’90s power 
ballads. That stuff affects you more 
than you know.” He even plays it on 
a rickety piano, which reverberates 


strangely but sweetly. 

Most of “The Wild Hunt” was 
recorded on the go. “I was touring 
a lot last year,” he says, “so I record- 
ed songs here and there, in differ- 
ent houses.” 


When Matsson found a room he 
liked, he set up a tape recorder and 
tried to get the performance in one 
take. That approach, which allows 
for flubs and flaws, creates a star- 
tling intimacy on these songs. “I 
never feel comfortable in a studio,” 
he says. “In a house, if it’s not going 
well, you can just open the door and 

go outdoors.” STEPHEN M. DEUSNER

Even in the digital age, many folks 
still have dozens of Post-It notes 
stuck everywhere — grocery lists, 
to-do lists, lists of books to read. 

For avid list-makers, it must be 
a kind of relief to see the Archives 
of American Art’s “Lists: To-dos, 
Illustrated Inventories, Collected 
Thoughts and Other Artists’ Enu- 
merations.” 

The show displays 40 similar 
lists from well-known artists of 
the past 100 years. Ranging from 


the mundane (artist Elaine de 
Kooning’s notes for a 1954 joint 
tax return for her and her hus- 
band, artist Willem de Kooning) 
to the fascinating (Pablo Picas- 


so’s recommendations for the 1913 
Armory Show), the lists on display 
offer insight into the artists’ work 
and personalities, and the times 
they lived in. 


Other lists of note include Adolf 
Ferdinand Konrad’s whimsical 
illustrated packing list of items he 
needed to bring on a trip to Rome 
and Egypt in 1962 and 1963 (paint- 
brushes, sunglasses, “Europe on 
$5 a Day”); Charles Green Shaw’s 
list of things you would see at a 
“bohemian dinner” — “the semi 
darkness,” “the veal pate” — and 
Janice Lowry’s thick journal filled 
with lists and illustrations. In the 
hands of artists, the lists become 
works of art themselves. 

Curator of Manuscripts Liza 
Kirwin said that she found so many 
compelling lists that she decided 
to divide the show in half, so you

Season’s Eatings 

This winter’s snowstorms did 
more than shut the city down; they 
also impacted local farmers’ pro- 
duce. Bryan Kerney of Truck Patch 
Farms in New Windsor, Md., said 
the snow over-wintered some pro- 
duce, while Sidney Kuhn of Kuhn 
Orchards in Cashtown, Pa., said 
that melting and refreezing caused 
some apple trees to lose their limbs. 
But they and other farmers noted 
that the effects of the snow weren’t 
all bad — the feet of white flakes 
helped insulate crops and are pro- 
viding extra moisture in the fields 
this spring. 

“The warm weather these past 
few weeks has actually pushed the 
season ahead of schedule,” Kuhn 
says, adding that the snow insulated 
crops like strawberries and garlic, 
providing an even temperature all 
winter. Kuhn says she’ll be bring- 
ing asparagus, rhubarb and sun- 
chokes to the U Street and Bloom-

Eating local foods is important, 
but besides going to farmers mar- 
kets, how else can we get our local 
fix? Erin Little- 
■k star tracks down 

Littlestar foods herself. She 

writes about her 

eating adventures on her blog, 
“Sustainable in the City.” Littlestar 
recently talked with Express about 
why eating locally matters. 


When did you decide to just eat 
local food? Why? 

I was doing it about 75 percent of 
the time. I was working at DC Cen- 
tral Kitchen and I started research- 
ing local foods for them and saw 
that what I was buying and putting 
into my body was more than just 
sustenance. Food has a huge effect 
on our health, our community, and 
the health of the land around us, 
so I decided to see if I could do it 
100 percent of the time. 

Where can people buy local foods? 

The farmers market is a great 
place to start. It takes the same 
amount of time as the grocery 
store. Whole Foods also has a lot 
of local foods, like milk. Cork Mar- 
ket on 14th Street carries Trick- 
ling Springs milk, cream, butter, 
and cheese; and Timor Bodega 
carries meat. 



Are there ways to eat locally for 
less? 

People just have to think about 
the way they’ve been spending 
money. Things like cereal 
tend to be expensive, and 
you don’t get a lot out of 
it nutritionally. But a 
carton of eggs is $3.50 
and works for break- 
fast and dinner. I spend 
more money on things I 
think matter — like meat, dairy, 
and eggs — and less on produce, 
because if you’re eating in season, 
there’s a ton of it. If every farm at 
the market has kale, they can’t all 
be ramping up the prices. Plus, 
some markets are more expen- 
^ sive than others, so check out dif- 
< ferent markets.

orful array of produce from area farms. where can you grab a local bite? 


It’s difficult for restaurants to be 
entirely local, and Sweetgreen 
is no exception — we’ll never be 
able to get chickpeas or avocados 
around here, but that doesn’t mean 
we can’t get them from responsi- 
ble sources. But there are some res- 
taurants that do a great job with 
local ingredients — Cafe Saint-Ex 
and Bar Pilar on 14th Street, 1789 
in Georgetown. I recently went 
into Bibiana and quizzed the wait- 
ress about the ingredients, and she 
knew where everything on the 
menu came from. The place you’ll 
find me most is Cashion’s in Adams 
Morgan, since it’s a favorite neigh- 
borhood place. 

Any foods you’ve missed since be- 
ginning your quest to eat locally? 

Avocados! And I missed juicy 
things like tomatoes this winter.

What Is TBS? 

Now that the news has sunk in, many 
of us wonder: What is this TBS, new 
home of Conan O’Brien? “Does it stand 
for The Best Shows’?" my wife asked. 

TBS stands for “Turner Broad- 
casting System," as in Ted. The cable 
channel calls itself “television’s 
top-rated comedy network" — take 
that, Comedy Central! 
Sitcoms are the main 
source of laughs, plus 
specials like “Funni- 
est Commercials" and 
George Lopez’s talk 
show, which once pro- 
moted itself with pee- 
stained pants in which 
the pee forms Lopez’s face. 

A typical night’s audience is 
1.7 million ethnically diverse people. 
Median age: 33. The most popular 
series are a mix of old — “Family Guy," 
“The Office" — and new — “Tyler 
Perry’s House of Payne," “Meet the 
Browns." Episodes often run back-to- 
back. More folks keep tuning in, like 
seagulls swooping in for a washed-up 
crab. One night, a 7 p.m. “Seinfeld" 
pulled 874,000 viewers; the 7:30 p.m. 
episode got 989,000. 

Despite my wife’s interpretation 
of TBS, I must sadly report that its 
shows aren’t always the best. A mid- 
day staple is “According to Jim," one 
of the worst sitcoms ever. Conan, you 
have nowhere to go but up.

Country veterans 
Nelson and Haggard 
sing different tunes 
in their golden years 

CD Review 

In his final earthly throes, John- 
ny Cash set a new standard for 
aging country icons: Unload the 
heavy stuff at the end of the line. 
Cash’s final recordings were so 
sodden with remorse, they felt 
like penance for a lifetime spent 
raising hell. 

Now, more than six years after 
Cash’s death, Willie Nelson, 76, 
and Merle Haggard, 73, stand as 
country music’s reigning trouble- 
makers-turned-elder-statesmen. 
And whether they like it or not, we 
turn to them as oracles, yearning 
for Cash-like parables of wisdom 
and comfort. 

Nelson’s and Haggard’s new 
albums prophesy to very different 
ends. Nelson’s “Country Music” is 
a calm, contemplative and remark- 
ably consistent album. (After dal- 
liances with blues and, um, reg- 
gae, this record is his most focused 
outing in years.) Haggard’s “I Am 
What I Am” feels stiff and stub- 
born — and often too much so for 
its own good. 

Nelson has no such problems, 
thanks to the skillful touch of T 
Bone Burnett, the uber-produc- 
er who’s scared up a few Gram- 
mys over the course of the decade 
by raising the ghosts of American 
folk music. 

And while Nelson’s voice 
remains front and center through- 


out, Burnett’s fingerprints are all 
over “Satan Your Kingdom Must 
Come Down.” It’s a traditional 
hymn that nudges Nelson out of 
his easy-breezy comfort zone. 

“Dark as a Dungeon” is a cau- 
tionary tale that feels particularly 
harrowing in light of the 29 work- 
ers who perished in a West Virgin- 
ia coal mine earlier this month. In 
the tune’s lilting refrain, Nelson 
describes a place “where danger is 
double and the pleasures are few/ 
Where the rain never falls and the 


sun never shines.” 

“My Baby’s Gone” might be the 
most heartbreaking ballad in the 
bunch. When Nelson declares that 
his “world has ended,” it’s hard to 
tell if he’s singing through a smile 
or a frown. 

Where Nelson’s voice is elas- 
tic, Haggard’s sounds brittle. It’s 
forgivable. This is Haggard’s first 
time in the studio since being diag- 
nosed and treated for lung can- 
cer in 2008. 

The album opens with “I’ve

Seen It Go Away,” a been-there, 
done-that ditty about how the 
greatness of yesteryear will never 
be eclipsed. “When you’ve seen 
the very best, the rest can hard- 
ly play,” Haggard grouses, more 
cranky than incensed. 

“We’re Falling in Love Again” 
recounts the tale of a marriage 
brought back to life after the kids go 
to college. The tune waltzes along at 
a geriatric pace, and Haggard piv- 
ots from cantankerous to cute. 

“We’re having good times again 
in old honky-tonk bars/Staying out 
late again, making love ’neath the 
stars,” he sings. This may be the 
stuff that Cialis commercials are 
made of, but the sentiment rings 
true. Maybe the Man in Black 
got it wrong. Maybe getting old 
isn’t all that bad. chris richards

Starz Tackles a Taboo Topic 


The offbeat new 
dramedy ‘Gravity’ 
centers on suicide 

Television 

Eric Schaeffer likes to talk about, 
and dramatize, issues other peo- 
ple hold in isolated silence. 

Such as eating disorders. That’s 
a topic he served up brilliantly on 
his seriocomic series “Starved.” But 
for whatever reason, viewers didn’t 
take to “Starved” during its brief 
run on FX five years ago. 

Now he has an even less appe- 
tizing idea for a series: suicide, and 
people who have given it a try. 


“Gravity,” Schaeffer’s offbeat 
new dramedy, focuses on a support 
group for New Yorkers whose bond 
is their failed attempts to end it all 
— and their desire to try again. 

The cast includes Ving Rhames 
as the support group’s leader, a 
burly ex-major leaguer whose 
bungled attempt has left him in a 
wheelchair. Rachel Hunter plays 
an over-the-hill supermodel who 
attempted suicide after her agent 
proposed that she appear on a 
“Where Are They Now?” special. 
As Lily, Krysten Ritter is a sexy 
lost soul who flat-lined after scarf- 
ing down a hunk of chocolate cake 
she spiked with crumbled codeine 
tablets. 



Series creator Eric Schaeffer stars as 
policeman Christian Miller in “Gravity.” 


Schaeffer plays a cop who inves- 
tigates Lily’s suicide attempt and 
then indulges in what seems like 
obsessive vigilance. 

“Gravity,” which premieres Fri- 
day at 10:30 p.m. on the Starz net- 
work, is funnier than it sounds. It 
is also cringingly twisted at times 
and occasionally very sad. 

And it will prove readily relat- 
able to viewers, whether they might 
think so or not — or so Schaeffer 
insists. “We all know that we’re lots 
of things, and that’s what makes us 
human,” he declares. “But for some 
reason, in our movies and our TV 
shows and when we’re talking to 
each other, we’re not allowed to

‘Idiot’ Lost the Plot 



A Green Day-based 
show’s music rocks, 
but its story is weak 

Theater 

Green Day’s music has now reached 
Broadway, but the echoes it creates 
sound a lot like “Spring Awaken- 
ing.” Is there a hint of “Hair” in the 
deja vu you’re sensing? A reminder 
of “Rent”? A trace of “Tommy”? A 
memory of “Movin’ Out”? 

Maybe it’s simply that “Amer- 
ican Idiot” — a new musical built 
around the songbook of the pop- 
ular alternative-rock trio, which 
opened Tuesday at New York’s St. 
James Theatre — suggests that as 
the foundation of melodic drama, 
the rebellious-youth thing is getting 
old. Presented in a visually dazzling 
package, with coolly aggressive 
dance steps and the group’s exhila- 
rating songs, the show qualifies as 
a pulsating album in three dimen- 
sions, a gallery of zestfully choreo- 
graphed music videos. 

The 90 minutes make for a 


stimulating spectacle. And yet, in 
its attempt to knit a story out of 
a band’s discography, “American 
Idiot” comes across as ordinary. 

The story by director Michael 
Mayer and the band’s Billie Joe 
Armstrong, is slight and deriva- 
tive. “American Idiot” concerns 
the paths of John Gallagher Jr.’s 
dissolute Johnny and his wayward, 
beer-guzzling suburban buddies, 
Will (Michael Esper) and Tunny 
(Stark Sands). Set in what seems at 


times the early years of the war in 
Iraq — images of George W. Bush 
flash across the monitors — the 
guys stumble into various desti- 
nies. These subplots feel like run- 
of-the-mill fodder for raging musi- 
cal riffs, although Johnny’s collision 
with addiction is personified by the 
fab Tony Vincent, decked out like 
an especially demonic Goth and 
portraying a drug dealer inspired 
by another song: “St. Jimmy.”
